The Support Line Cut by Ice. 

With his bar Scully picked away the ice that 
had formed in front of the opening into the 
crib. Then he entered the porthole to beat 
the ice from its sides. He reached 
for his signal-line.. To his horror he 
discovered that it had been severed by the 
grating of the ice above. This line passes 
through the heavy helmet and is intended to 
support the diver in an upright position. Im- 
mediately after his discovery Scully turned 
over. His position was inverted. Then he 
was caught by the current of water being 
drawn through the porthole by the combined 
suction of the great machines in the power-

It was 
not very ‘pleasant to be down there bottom 
side up, with my head full of blood, that cur- 
rent crushing me and a rope squeezing the 
breath out of me, and expecting to die any 
moment. But I'm glad I’m up again, 
not much the worse for wear.“ 

The tug Welcome, with rescuers aboard, 
reached the crib.after Scully had been taken 
out of the lake. Hs greeted the new arrivals 
with asmile. The Protectior, with the phy- 
sician aboard, hau a hard trip and became 
firmly ice-bound half way out. The Welcome 
went to the rescue and carried its passengers 
to the crib? Dr. Montgomery’s services were 
not required, dnd Scully accompanied him 
back to the city and then went to his home on 
Lexington avenue in a carriage, after re- 
ceiving the congratulations of his friends in 
the City Hall. 

He Relates His Thrilling Experience. 

J lived a century-down there, said Scully 
in the City Hall. “I knew I was in danger of 
instant death from many causes. But the 


greatest. pain I suffered was on account 
of the very thing that saved my. life 
the lifeline. When I was swept into the cur- 
rent flowing through the porthole and pinned 
up against the ceiling, from which I could 
not be pulled away, the broken signal line 
allowed my head to fall, and there I was head 
down in that fearful rush of waters. Thelife- 
line cut into my body and caused me awful 
pain. I knew that if it broke I would be 
drawn into the well and thea into the tunnel. 
That meant death, in what form no man can 
tell. Still the squeezing of the faithful life 
line was so awful that I often tried to dare to 
hope that it would -break and let me go. I 
never lost consciousness, but I calculated 
chances and thus saved some little hope all the 
time, and my méntal agony was never greater 
than the bodily pain I endured. But the joy 
I had when 1 felt that suction grow less, and 
felt the rope relax to give me a chance to 
brace myself against the wall, was worth 
nearly all I had suffered. 

„ never knew what a suction our engines 
made out in the lake until I gave them full 
opportunity to show their power by breaking 
the ice out of the porthole that afterwards 
came near swallowing me alive. I believe it 
was absolutely necessary for the prevention of 
further trouble that that porthole should be 
clear. I cleared it, but I had a close call. 


REMOVAL OF THE WATER FAMINE. 


Thé Engines Pumping 180,000,000 Gallons 
—Prospects for an Increase. 

It is not probable that the city water supply 
will be greatly increased before another week. 
Engineer Feind said yesterday that it will be 
impossible to make the connection between 
the land tunnels and the north shore inlet 
tunnel today or sooner than the middle of 
next week. .About seventy feet of tun- 
nel -has to be cut yet to make the 
connection. Then again the water will have 
to be pumped out of the section of the old 
tunnel between the old intake recently plugged 
up and the shore, The filling up of the old 
intake has not been completed, either. The 
bridge between the shore and the in- 
take was swept away some days 
ago. The material for filling has now 
to be cartied over the ice. Precautions 
against accidents have been taken, of course. 
The work of filling up proceeds slowly. 
When the connection comes to be made finally 
some of the North Side pumps will have to lie 
idle, so that there will be about that time a 
partial water famine. 

Those residing in the upper stories are likely 
to be the safferers. 

The portholes at the two-mile crib were not 
entirely free from ice blocks yesterday morn- 
ing, and though there was no famine there 
was a scarcity of water for a time. Later on 
matters improved. Chief Engineer Clarke is 
devoting his best energies to maintaining the 
fullest supply the. tunnels are capable 
lle intends to keep a suf- 
ficient force at the crib to keep 
the portholes elear. For the future a tug will 
be held in rediness so as to meet any emer- 
gency that may arise. It is likely that the 
grating on the breakwater, 
drift ice entered under the ice crust between 
the breakwaber and the crib, will be removed. 
It serves no useful purpose. On the contrary, 
as the 8 ot the last week showed, it 
is a source of danger.

PROPOSITION SUBMITTED TO THE 
COUNTY ‘BOARD. 

— — ‘ 

1 Believes a Criminal 
Court Baildi Should Be Constructed 
‘on the West Side, and Will Make the 
Suggestion Next Monday—Defects and 
Shortcomings of the Present Structure— 
How @ Profitable Exchange Might Be 
Made with the City for a Site. 


Com missioner will probably submit to 
the County Board at its meeting Monday a 
proposition for the erection of a new jail and 
Criminal Court Building in some convenient 
location in the West Division not far from the 
business | portion of the city. This will of 
course involve the abandonment and doubtless 
the sale of the jail and Criminal Court Build- 
ing and lot to private persons, or an exchange 
with the city for property which it owns in the 
West Division. 

Commissioner Cool in speaking of the pro- 
posal yesterday sad: Our present County 
Jail is wholly inadequate. It is faulty in con- 
struction, unsafe; and dangerous. The san- 
itary arrangements are radically bad. There 
is hardly a year since my connection with the 
County Board that the plumbing has not been 
ripped but and renewed, But this has been 
to no purpose. T jail continues in a bad 
condition. The arrangement of the cells is 
fuulty’ The general plan of the structure is 
bad. It seems to have been modeled on some 
Dark Ages donjon keep. It has cost as much 
to repair it as to build it originally. 

“Then take the Criminal Court. All the 
Judges complain of its unsanitary condition. 
The veutilation is defective. The light is in- 
sufficient. Some of the Ju —Judge Hor- 
ton, for instance refuse to hold court in it. 
We have spent considerable money in remod- 
eling and rearranging the structure, but it is 
so radically bad that there has been no im- 
provement. | 

No fh my judgment we can secure some 
property west of the river for a site at a rea- 
sonable figure, and the finances of the county 
are in guch a satisfactory condition just now 
that we can purchase a site and commence the 
erection of a building this year. My idea, 
however, is that we should sell the Criminal 
Court Building and lot—reserving the right, 
of course, to use the buildings, both court and 
jail, until we could move into the new build- 
ing. The North Side property is valuable and 
I think would fetch an excellent price—a sum 
sufficient to pay all the expenses of the pro- 
posed new building in the West Division. 

Advantages of the West Side. 

Will say that I think it would be a good 
idea to have the Criminal Court Building in the 
West Division, It has the largest population. 
A site can be obtained there at a moderate 
figure. It would be convenient to the law- 
yers. We might make provision in the build- 
ing for some of the other county and city of- 
fices and thus relieve the overcrowding in the 
City Hall and County Building. 

„Wo have appropriated $400,000 for build- 
ing purposes this year. Some of that will be 
immediately available. We could proceed 
with the work pending the sale of the North 
Side structure and have the buildings com- 
pleted before the opening of the World’s Fair. 

have talked with Commissioner Ballard, 
who is Chairman of our Building committee, 
and he has agreed with me as to the desira- 
bility of a new building and he favors a West 
Division site. That a new building is neces- 
sary must be admitted by all who have given 
the subject any consideration. I feel certain 


that the proposal will meet with the approval 


of a majority of the members of the County 
Board.“ l 

Sheriff Gilbert agrees with Commissioner 
Cool ag to the necessity for a new jail. He 
said: 

It is utterly impossible to put the present 
County Jail into a proper sanitary condition. 
The plumbing has been ripped up every year 
since 1880, and repairs, improvements, and 
changes have been made. Yet the condition 
of the jail is not satisfactory. The arrange- 
ment is the worst that could have been sug- 
gested. Space is wasted. The ventilation is 
most defective. The expenses of maintenance 
are excessive. The Criminal Court Building 
is faulty in construction, was badly put to- 
gether, and its sanitary arrangements are no- 
toriously bad. In a few years the jail build- 
ing will be insufficient for the demands. They 
must have a new building. of course. I do 
not wish to make any suggestions as to the 
location. The Commissioners have sense 
enough and their judgment is sufficiently good 
to insute a proper selection. I am glad to 
hear that Commissioner Cool is moving in 


the matter. 


Chances for an Exchange. 


The suggestion has been made that the old 
High Sehool and Normal School lots on West 
Monroe street, between Halsted and Des- 
plaines, would be an admirable site for 
a jail and Criminal Court building, and 
would be sufficienfly large. It is believed, too, 
that the Board of Education would be willing 
to exchange those lots for the Criminal Court 
and jail lot on the North Side. Members of 
the School Board have for some time been 
discussing the erection of a mauual training 
school building in some central location. The 
price of property in the business district pre- 
cludes the possibility of securing a site 
there. The corner of Michigan street and 
Dearborn avenue is thought to, be as central a 
location as eould be secured. No suggestion 
of an exchange has yet been made by either 
Commissioner or School Inspector. But it is 
possible that some proposition.of the nature 
indicated may be made. The School Board 
would have to obtain the consent of the Coun- 
cil to the exchange. It ig believed this con- 
sent could be obtained. There would be no 
difficulty about it, it is believed, if the city 
was permitted to use some portiomef the new 
building as a water office for the mmoda- 
tion of citizens of the West Division. 

Be these things as they may the proposition 
for a new Criminal Court building and jail in 
the West Division will be presented to the 
County Board at its meeting Monday by Mr. 
Cool. Then the discussion is likely to become 
interesting.

DESPERATE BATTLE WITH A MANIAC.

Several Policemen and Other Persons Have 
a Lively Time with a Norwegian.: 

Robert Ness, a Norwegian, who has justeat- 
tained his majority. kept the police of West 
Chicago Avenue Station busy last night, not to 
mention the consternation created in his 
brother’s house, No. 205 West Ohio street, by 
hi@frautic efforts to slay somebody. Döring 
his three years’ residence in this country Ness 
has not learned the English language, but 
easily cultivated a fondness for intoxicating 
liquors. 

Last night shortly after 6 o’clock he . 
a raving maniac, and as he is of athletic build 
for some time it was feared he would shed 
blood. 

His brother Hans, who is a married pen, 
has been sheltering him for the last year. 
When Hans returned from work last nig be 
was confronted by Robert, who declared he 
was going to kill him. The men grappled, 
and the crazed one was getting the better of 
it so rapidly that Hans commenced to yell 
loudly for help. 

Oscar Ness, who keeps a butcher shop two 
doors away, ran to the rescus, and arrived in 
time to prevent Robert from braining his 
brother with a lighted lamp. The lamp, 
diverted by a blow from Osevar’s fist, fell to 
the floor, and it was only by timely work that 
a fire was prevented. Then the two men 
closed in on the maniac, agd after ten minujes’ 
hard work succeeded in getting him under 
control. A clothes-line twenty feet long was 
brought into service, and Ness was bound jin- 
securely, as subsequent events showed. 

The yells of the infuriated man attracted a 
large crowd ana somebody telephoned the 
West Chicago Avenue Police Station for the 
patrol wagon. When the officers ran up-stairs 
they found Ness apparently calm, but the 
sight of the bluecoats aroused him, and with 
great strength he burst the rope and made a 
savage spring at Officer Gilso. He was felled 
to the floor, but it took three officers, the 
brother, and the butcher to get him under 
control. More clothes-line was brought and 
after fifty feet of it had been wrapped around 
him he was carried to the wagon and trans- 
ferred to the station. During the ride be Hit 
at every one within reach, and while struy- 
gling with him Butcher Ness nearly had his 
right thumb bitten off. Once inside a coll 
Ness tore his clothing to Bhreds and knocked 
the stationkeeper down. Finally five offfoers 
overpowered the struggling man.

RUMORS OF WORK AHEAD’ FOR A 
SPECIAL GRAND JURY, 


Report That the “Combine” Is Soon to Be 
Investigated and That Some Aldermen 

Have Aleady Been Spotted— Detective 
Work Alleged to Have Been Done by 
the Citizens’ Association—Some of the 
Peculiar Deals That Are Said to Have 
Taken Place in the Council, 


It was currently rumored around the City 
Hall yesterday that the Citizens’ Association 
had requested State’s-Attorney Longenecker 
to call a special grand jury to investigate 
grave charges made against certain Aldermen 
on account of ordinances passed last sum- 
mer. 

It is said that the association has had de- 

tectives around picking’ up bits and scrap of 
the conversations of certaia Aldermen with 
their fellows about peculiar transactions in 
the Council. 
One Alderman of the North Side who has 
been in a rather hilarious condition for sev- 
eral months has been in the habit of indulg- 
ing in boastful language in certain saloons 
about the profits of his Aldermanship. He 
has been followed by the detectives, who 
have reported the peculiar conversations. 

This hilarious Alderman has boasted, it is 
said, that he received $1,000 for a vote on one 
ordfnance and $2,000 for a vote on another 
passed last spring immediateiy before Mayor 
Cregier went out of office. . The ordinance in 
question became law without the Mayor’s 
signature and was passed hastily at an ad- 
journed meeting by a large majorit 

Politics as Well as Boodle It. 


The Alderman in question, the story goes, 
told the fullstory of the ordinance.and said 
theré was a political trade as well as & mone- 
tary transaction in connection with it. 

Then it is reported that certain rather cheap 
Aldermen who have not been permitted to 
join the Council combme“ because they 
could no: be trusted by the ringsters have 
been going around threatening to tell all they 
know or all they guessed at. 

Those persons have bean interviewed by de- 
tectives who assumed the roll of reporters, 
and their conversations haye been reported to 
the State’s-Attorney. The latter, it is said, 
has the reports of the detectives now before 
him and if he is satisfied that he can get a case 
against the Aldermen, based on these reports, 
he will probably cail a special grand jury. 

He probably would not do 80, however, until 
about Feb. 1, after the January grand jury 
has been discharged. 

Mr. Longenecker has not taken any action 
yet in the matter. He would have to notify 
the Sheriff first, and Mr. Gilbert said yester- 
day that he had no intimation as toa special 
grand jury. 

‘Ald, “ Hilarious” at Work. 

The Aldermen of the better kind who heard 
the rumor said they did not believe there was 
anything in the story. They said in sub- 
stance: 15 

** Ald. ‘Hilarious’ has been blowing around 
about the saloons, but he cannot tell anything

LIFE IMPRISONMENT THE PENALTY. 


Michael Morearty, the Slayer of Officer 
Schlinger, Glad He Escaped the Gallows. 
Michael Morearty was sentenced to life im- 

prisonment in the penitentiary last night 

for the fatfl shooting of Policeman George 

Schlinger on the night of Oct. 7, 1891, The 

jury reached a verdict at 8:30 o’clock after 

having been out four hours. Judge Anthony 
was immediately notified, and Assistant 

State’s-Attorney Going was sent for, and court 

was opened at 9 o’clock. The jurors filed in, 

took their seats, and waited for Morearty to 
be brought up from his cell. The gravity of 
the expression on each juror’s face made 
known that the verdict was a serious one even 
before it was read. Morearty entered between 
two bailiffs. He was cool, but evi- 
dently -fearful of a death sentence. 

While the clerk was opening the sealed verdiet 

the prisoner sat unmoved, but when the ver- 

dict was announced an expression of relief 
passed over his face. While the jury was be- 
ing polled, at the request of Attorney Burres, 

Morearty watched the proceeding with the 

closest attention. 

On the way back to his cell he coolly lighted 

a cigarette, and when he had been locked in 

once more he laughed and jumped for joy. I 

thought they would hang me, he said. Dur- 

ing the progress of the trial he had shown the 
most vindictive feeling against his prosecu- 
tors. After Mr. Neeley finished thé closing ar- 
gument, in which he presented to the jury 
Morearty’s deed in all its viciousness, and the 
prisoner was being conducted back to his cell, 
he said to the bailiff: “‘ If I had had a piece of 
lead pipe about a foot and a half long I could 
have fixed him.“ The whole af yesterday 
morning was occupied by the address to the 
jury of John R. Burres for the defense.

THREE RAILROAD TRAINS COLLIDE. 


A Pecullar Accident at Sixteenth and Clark 
Streets. 

As train No. 21 inbound and train No. 2 
outbound on the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern railroad were crossing the Western 
Indiana railroad tracks at Sixteenth street at 
7:30 o’clock yesterday morning & Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois locomotive, drawing a suburb- 
an train , struck the baggage car of the in- 
bound train, hurling it against the baggage 
car of the outbound train with sufficient force 
to derail it. The car which bore the 
force of the shock was wrecked, but the other 
was not much damaged. No person was 
injured, 

Just how the accident happened seems te be 
a mystery to all the railroad men; but others 
have positive opinions. The flagman at the 
crossing says that the Lake Shore trainsstopped 
for the crossing and were given it. They 
moved slowly, and before half the coaches had 
passed the dummy engine, with Engineer 
George Updegraff and Fireman John Murpay 
in the cab, bore down upon the erossing full 
speed. 

Bystanders say that Updegraff had intended 
to take the right of way and that his engine 
was not under control. He asserts that the 
track was slippery and that his air-brakes did 
not work. His sani was damp and would not 
run, so it was impossible to stop the train. All 
traffic past the point of collision was delayed 
for several hours and the inconvenience to 
suburban passengers was great.

HAS IMPRESSED THE STEAMER OHIO. 


Government Exercises Its Right and Takes 
Possession of the American Line Vessel. 
Purapetram, Fa., Jan. 22.—Shipping 

circles in this city were stirred up today over 
a report that the government had impressed 
the American line steamer Ohio to be used in 
case of war. The report was strengthened by 
the- fact that orders were given not to 
take aboard the cargo for the vessel that 
was on the dock and that 
instead coal was being rapidly put in. The 
officers of the steaniship company admitted 
that the Ohio had been taken off her regular 
trip between this port and Liverpool, but they 
declined to say for what purpose she was to 
be used. They were careful, however, to say 
that she had not been chartered by the gov- 
ernment. From andther reliable source it 
was learned that without doubt the 
government has exercised its right to 
take possession of any merchant vessel sail- 
ing under the national fi for its own use 
when war, or the 1. ity of war, demands 
it, and under this law has impressed the Ohio. 
It was also learned from the same source that 
the Ohio will take aboard 400 tons of coal as 
ballast, and Monday or Tuesday next proceed 
to New York. There she will lie until the 
present difficulty with Chile has been arranged 
satisfactorily or war is declared. 


Experimenting with a New Explosive. 

San Francisco, Cali, Jan. 22.—Experiments 
are being made at the Presidio Military Res- 
ervation with terrorite, the new explosive. 
Four shells filled with the liquid resembling 
red ink were fired from a Parrott rifle.

- Perfectly Solvent, but Real Estate Mas 

Been Valued Too Highly and There Is a 
Large Shrinkage in Many Securities— 
Reduction of the Surplus — President 
Beers Makes a Statement. 

New York, Jan. 22.—[Special.]—The State 
Insurance iment hashdealt the New York 
Life Insurance company a heavy blow. For 
seven months the Deputy Superintendent of 
the department has been conducting an inves- 
tigation of the methods and management of 
the company. The results of his labors were 
published today in a report covering ninety- 
two pages. In this report all the 
charges of gross mismanagement published 
last June are fully sustained, other discov- 
eries equally damaging are reported, and the 
whole conduct of the company’s affairs is un- 
sparingly denoduced as culpably negligent 
and of a kind certain to leadto ruin, The 
heaviest weight of this condeinnation falls by 
implication upon President William H. Beers, 
who, as it appears ali through the report, has 
been the active director of the company’s op- 
eration. 

The investigation grew out of the discovery 
by newspapers, early last June, that Julius 
Merz „ one of the managers of the 
Spanish-American department of thecompany, 
was a defauiter in the sum of $538,000. This 
heavy loss led to other inquiries, which in time 
indicated other losses and a generally uncer- 


tain condition of the company’s affairs hither- 


to unsuspected.. The officers of the company 
uniformly denied that there was any truth in 
these intimations, and, June 17, the trustees 
adopted a resolution requesting the State In- 
surance Department to make an examination.

r. Shannon presents facts that leave no doubt 
in my mind that several hundred thousand dollars 
should be added to these figures on account of 
large allowances improperly made; and my re- 
view of the facts convinces me that this whole 
agency business, in all its features and relations 
to the company and the results therefrom, were 
entirely in favor of the interests and profits of 
the agents and against those of the company. and 
the management were guilty of gross negiect in 
their duties in permitting such continuous devia- 
tions from ordinary business rulesto the great 
loss of the company. ; 

The company owns real estate in the States of 
New York, New Jersey, Missouri, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, and in Montreal, Canada; Paris, Berlin, 
Vienna, and Amsterdam. The regate vaiue 
of this real estate is estimated at $14,000,000. 
Seventy-seven parcels of land are situated in the 
State of New York, fifty-five in New Jersey, four 
in Missouri, four in Minnesota, two in Nebraska, 
and one in each of the foreign cities named. 

Office Buildings Do Not Pay. 

Within the last three years the company has 
completed office buildings in the following cities 
and.at the cost set opposite each—viz.: Minne- 
apolis, $1,067,050.25; St. Paul, $796,900.15: Kansas 
City, $1,742,067.78; Omaha, I. 188. 001.88; Moutreal, 
$791,341.53. The net rentals from these buildings 
have not thus far brought in a fair return for the 
money invested, and there is no immediate pros- 
pect that they will prove as profitabie as the in- 
vestments of life-insurance companies should. 

The report of Michael Shannon, 7 Supor- 
intendeat of the Insurance Department, is dated 
New York, Jan. 4, and in opening he says: This 
examination was made as of June, 1591, and on 
that date wo find that its assets and liabilities 
were as follows: Total assets, $120,710,690; total

THE CHILEAN COMPLICATION. 

A corréspondent asks the following ques- 
tions: 

Cos. Jan. 21.—[Editog of The Tribune. 
1. Would not a delay in po take the diplo- 
matic cotreapondence with Chile to Congress, or 
of action. thereon by Congress, until after the 
meeting of the National nominating conventions 

of the respective parties tend to an honorable and 
peaceful solution of the present controversy? | 


Our cortespondent’s question is based upon 
the evident assumption that the Administra- 
tion is seeking to provoke a war for political 
purposes. Nothing can be farther from the 
truth. Secretary Blaine’s desire from the 
very beginning has been to exhaust all the 
resources of diplomacy in order to prevent a 
war. The President has taken no position 
which warrants the inference that he is anx- 
ious for war. On the other hand he has with- 
held his message and is still withholding it, 
upon assurances from the Chilean Minis- 
ter that his government is anxious for peace. 
He, as well as Secretary Blaine, is ready to 
make any settlement of the question consist- 
ent with the national honor. As there are no 
politics in this business there is no use in 
waiting until next June. If the Chileans are 
getting ready to do the fair thing there is no 
harm in hurrying them up, for this country 
already has been more patient than any for- 
eign power would have been under similar 
circumstances, If, on the other hand, the 
Chileans do not propose to make a favorable 
proposition and are delaying for fighting time, 
it would be the height of folly to give them 
nearly five months longer for war prepara- 
tions. : 

2. What effect would a war with Chile have 
upon the Columbian Exposition—the war and the 
Exposition, both going on at the same time? 

War with Chile would do the Fair no good. 
How much harm it would do could only be 
estimated on the assumption that other na- 
tions would be dragged into it. If it were 
confined to Chile it would have littie or no 
effect, as Chile will not be represented in any 
case. But whatever effect it might have is a 
secondary ‘consideration, The United States 
cannot put up with insults to its dignity and 
honor for the sake of the World’s Fair. 

. Would not English interests in Chile, affected 
by the war, be liable to render our relations with 
England and Canada, as an English possession, 
strained so as to effect our commercial inter- 
course with them at that time? 

Unquestionably England Sdoes not desire 
that there should be a war between the United 
States and Chile on account of ite commercial 
interests in the latter country, which might be 
affected. It would be a serious embarrassment 
to England, but it is not likely on that ac- 
count that England would take part with 
Chile as against us nor that our commercial 
relations with England would suffer, If, on 
the other hand, the war should create a de- 
mang for supplies or material on our part 
England would be promptly on hand to seil 
them. But there is no living American who 
bas a more vital concern for the commercial 
interests of the United States than Secretary 
Blainé or who will guard them more vigilant- 
ly. Hé may be relied upon in this emergency 
to care for them; but if it comes to the ques- 
tion of tamely submitting to insults or mak- 
ing war, the secondary question of the tem po- 
rary effect it might have upon our trade rela- 
tions would not and stould not be considered. 
Meanwhile Tan Tsun commends these 
words of the New York Sun, a Democratic 
paper, to our correspondént ; 

Those mugwumps and professed Democrats 
who are now suggesting, as directly as they dare, 
that it would be a political blunder for the Dem- 
ocratic House of Representatives and for Demo- 
crats outside of Congress to extend to Gen. Har- 
rison’s Administration fall and hearty support in 
the controversy with Chile, deserve to be taken 
out and shot into an ash barrel, or at least to 
have their naturalization papers taken” away 
from them. The last century has produced noth- 
ing more contemptible than their argument that 
if there should be war, the Republican party 
would gain glory and advantage thereby, and 
that expediency therefore reqtires of Democrats 
an attitude toward Chile different from what it 


would naturally be jf a Democrat now occupied 
the White House. 


IOWA WAREHOUSE BILL. 

A bill for the creation of public warehouses 
in Iowa has been introduced into the Legis- 
lature, and great things are expected from it. 
The Council Bluffs Nonpareil says the passage 
and successful operation of a warehouse law 
will be the greatest boon to the farmers and 
business-men ever known in the history of the 
State. Perhaps so, but hardly without the 
spceulative feature which many of the Iowa 
farmers seem to regard as especially objec- 
tionable. Already they have facilities for 
getting rid of their grain and seeds. There 
are moderate storage arrangements, and 
traders stand ready to take from sellers all the 
produce they may have to sell at prices which 
allow the buyers a fair profit in selling it im- 
mediately on the speculative market of Chi- 
cago when they have not orders to ship to 
other points, It is not likely the producer 
could at any time sell it to better advantage 
to be stored inside the State. The buyer 
would either have to sell for future delivery 
to the class now often called grain gamblers, 
or he would insist upon a wide margin of 
present profit to cover the greater risk of loss 
by holding in store through a period of per- 
haps several months. It is probable he would 
exact twice as much as he now does in the 
shape of a difference between his buying and 
selling prices, so that the farmer would cer- 
tainly be no better off than now. It would 
be necessary to pay out for interest and risk 
at least as much as is now absorbed by the 
intermediaries who handle grain and buy and 
sell it perhaps many times between the time 
it is produced and that when it passes into 
consumption. 

It is said by some that under a warehouse 
law such as is proposed the farmer could hold 
his grain in store in readiness to take advan- 
tage of the market when it favored the seller. 
But he would have to pay storage charges on 
it there, or interest on the use of the money 
borrowed on it, or both; and might find it 
amounted to as much as is levied now on the 
handling of the grain. It may be remarked 
that the plan was tried a few years ago in the 
Northwest aud gave intense dissatisfaction to 
the class it was thought would be ben¢fited by 
it. The farmer was furnished with a re- 

ceipt” for. his grain when delivered at the 
country depot, and could sell this paper with 
the right to call for the delivery of the grain

Whether the aifsab of the warehouse law be 
to help the faridets to hold their own grain 
in store, Or to foster the dealing in grain at 
one or more points in the State, it is equally 
desirable that tho prices of that grain shall be 
established in honest dollars, each of which is 
worth as much as atiy other dollar, and worth 
as much as is the present dollar. For it ac- 
cords with both season and experience that 
the depreciating process once authorized by 
law it would go on during a long time, and in 
all that while the money received for the sale 
of a given parcel of grain would be wortn 
less for spending a few days later than when 
it was received. .This would be the case with 
silver as well as with mere paper, only that 
the depreciating prodess might not go so far 
in the case of the metal as with mere printed 
staternents on the face of bills. “The silver 
dollar will now buy a dollar's worth of goods 
because ite purchasing power is upheld by the 
government. The moment free coinage was 
resolved on the silver dollar would not pay 
for moré than its bullion value for goods, 
That selling value is now about 72 cents, but 
the ceasing of the government purchases 
would in all probability be soon followed by 
a drop to 70, and then by a slow decline to 
perhaps 65 cents or less, that figure paying 
well today for the production of IX grains 
of silver in some parts of the world. The 
Iowa warehouse law would not work well for 
the producer in the event of free coinage, and 
it may be well to remember this fact. 
SCHOOL OFFICERS AND WOMAN S8UF- 

| FRAGE, 

A clumsily-w law was passed at the 
last session of the islature giving women 
citizens over A the right to vote for school 
officers. Last fall a number of Chicago 
women sought to be registered that they 
might vote for Superintendent of Schools. 
The Election Board undertook to construe the 
law, and refused to permit the registration of 
any female citizens except such as might have 
been naturalized prior to 1870, The matter 
was taken to the Supreme Court by one of the 
women who was refused registration and an 
adverse decision wad given prior to election. 
The reasons for that decision have just been 
printed, 

They cannot be pieasant reading for the 
majority of the Election Commissioners, 
whose construction of the law 1s repudiated. 
When this question first came up for discus- 
sion this paper said that, as the intent of the 
law was plain, the Supreme Court would be 
guided by that rather than by its wording. 
Such is the case. The court says: 


If the language of the act and the words of g 
the Constitution thus incorporated therein are 


constraed literally they would seem to indicate 
it was the Legislature's intention to confer 
women the right to vote at any election 
held for the purpose of choosing any officer of 
schools under the eral or special school laws 
of the State, — 3 . 
A construction that would lead to such an ab- 
surdity is wholly inadmissible. [The Election 


Commissioners were guilty of such a construc-, 


tion.) A statute is to be interpreted according to 
its true intent and purpose, and its strict letter 
must be made to Yield to the obvious intent. 
Words which ate meaningless or inconsistent 
with the intention, otherwise plainly expressed in 
an act, may be rejected as surplusage. Here the 
word nto the statute from the con- 
h referred to therein is re- 
pugnant to the language of the statute, both pro- 
ceding aud following the part where such refer- 
ence is made, and is wholly inconsistent with the 
entire scope and the manjfest intent of the mv 

The evident intent of the legislators was to 
women the right to vote at the election of p lig. 
school officers, provided they are 21 years of age 
and have resided in the State, county, and élec- 
tion district the respective length of time re- 
quired, and have been registered in cases where 
the registration of voters is provided for. 

But the court says further that the Legisla- 
ture cannot give wamen tho right to vote for 
County Superintendents of Schools, because 
that office is mentioned in the Constitution, 
which says, also, that the vöters of the State 
shall be males. This cuts off the women of 
this city from all possibility of going to the 
polls since the County Superintendent is the 
only school officer voted for by Chicagoans. 

Then the court concludes by saying: 

It may be that it is competent for the 
Legidlature to provide that women who are citi- 
zens of the United States and over 21 years of age, 
may vote at elections held for school directors 
and other school officers who are not mentioned 
in the Constitution—bat that question is not be- 
Pore us for decision, and we therefore express no 
opinion in regard to it. 


In other words, it does not hold that the law 
is constitutional as regards voting for school 
directors and trustees, nor does it say that it 
is not so, for that point was not before it. 
Therefore women can go on voting for those 
officers throughout the State until some case 
involving their right to do so is carried to the 
Supreme Court and passed on by it. Judgmg 
by the decisions of courts in most other States 
the probabilities are that it will be held that 


the Legislature cau give to women the right | 


tw vote for officers not mentioned in the Con- 
stitutzon. If such be the case it can give them 
the right to vote for Chicago Aldermen, It is 
plain that the men who framed the present 
organic law did not expe%t that it would be in- 
terpreted so as to confer the ballot on women 
in any manner, shape, or form, but constitu- 
tions ate often interpreted into something 


quite different from what their makers meant 


them to be, and that may be the case in this 
instance. ? 

In the light of thie decision it will not be 
necessary for the next Legisiature to take any 
action on this question, The court has cured 
by construction the defects in the wording of | 
the law, and the matter must stand as it is 
until the constitutionality of the statute has 
been passed on, The women can vote, but 
with a cloud on their title.

Tun death of John Couch Adams at the age 
of 73 removes another of the men who in this 
‘century have achieved a high rank in the 
work of astronomical investigation. It may 
seem s.ngular that his death should occur onty a 
few days after that of Sir George B. Airy, who 
of all others stood most in his path when as a 
young man Adams was struggling to get on 
the ladder of fame, Adams was only 22 
years old when he undertook the investigation 
of the teeming irregularities that had been 
observed in the motion of the planet Uranus 
since its discovery sixty years earlier. He re- 
newed the labor in 1844, and completed it in 
September, 1845, leaving his paper a month 
later with.Airy, who was then the British As- 
stronomer Royal. The latter took no notice 
of it till the following June, having previously 
| placed himself on record as holding it impos- 
sible to discover the place of a new planet by 
studying the movements of those already 
known. In June, 1846, Leverrier published 
the results of his computations on the same 
work, and then Aity admitted it to be possible 
that Adams had solved the problem. Abt his 
request Prof. Challis looked for the new plan- 
et, and actually saw it, bat mistook it for a 
star. In September (23) Dr. Gallé of Berlin 
found the planet, afterwards called Neptune, 
close to the place computed by Leverrier, 
which also proved to be near the spot 
indicated by the calculations of young 
Adama. There can be no doubt that but 
for the unbelief of Airy the English as- 
tronomer would have had the sole credit for 
the brilliant feat instead of sharing it with the 
Frenchman, and being generally named sec- 
ond where he ought to have ranked first. 
That was the great work of his life. He had 
held high position since then, being at one 
time President of the Royal Astronomical So- 
ciety, and from 1859 up to the time of his 
death Lowndean Professor of Astronomy and 
Geometry in the University of Cambridge. 
In recent years he devoted much time to the 
study of the lunar theory, which was also the 
pet research of Airy during the latter part of 
his life,

INTERESTING CASE FOR INVENTORS. 


Syndicate That Bought Burton's Dynamite 
Guß Defeated in Its Suit. 
ier Cane. | 

Lowdon, Jan. 22.—A case uf interest to in- 
ventors and promoters has just been decided 
by the Court of Queen’s Bench. About a year 
ago one William. Burton succeeded in con- 
vineing some men of wealth chat he had in- 
vented a remarkable gun which would revolu- 
onize the artillery systems of the world. A 
syndicate composed of company promoters was 
formed for tbe 8 of financing the work 
77 the gun and testing its capacity. 
r pay rton a salary of £75 a month 
for some time and £6,000 ($30,000) for 
costs of the experiments, the men who were 
putting upthe money began to clamor for a 
view of the remarkable weapon which, accord- 

“to Burton, was being made by the Arm- 
strongs. All the satisfaction voubhsafed them 
by Burton, however, was the sight of a pict- 
ure of a gun, which Burton declared was the 
article for which they were paying. Rumors 

syndi were the victims of a seo- 
ond Keely-motor swindle began to be circulat- 
ed and Burton was hounded by members of 
the combination demanding the return of 
their money or a sight of the gun. 

Last autümu Burton agreed to allow an in- 
spection of the weapon but soon afterwards 
he announced that the Armstrongs, contrary to 
his orders, had used heavy government gun- 
powder in testing the gun instead of the 
ejectors ordered by him, and that as 
a result the gun had burst and it 
would take some time to build another 
one and resume the experiments. re was 
a howl from the syndicate, few of whose mein- 
bers doubted any longer that they were the 
victims ofa clever confidence man. It was 
décided to make no more payments until 
some satisfaction was given them in the 
way of seeing what they were paying for. 
An application was made to a Judge in 
chatnbers to compel Burton to accede to their 
demands, but the court held that according to 
the terms of the contract entered into between 
them and the inventor the latter could not be 
compelled to show the gun until paid in full. 


Burton Again Victorious in a Higher Court. 

An appeal was taken to the Queen's Bench, 
which today rendered a decision u holding 
the ruling of the lower court and declaring 
that theg#yndicate must pay Burton £300 be- 
fore he would be obliged to gratify their 
curiosity. This, it is asserted, they have de- 
cided not to do, ferring rather to abandon 
the enterprise and lose what they have already 
put in. is @ very strong impression 
among ordngince officers that Burton’s claim 
is a genuine One, and that he has succeeded in 
produeing several guns of the type described 
by him. but that he has some reason for wish- 
ing to break with his present backers. It 
transpires that the syndicate had arranged to 
buy the patent from Burton for £150,000 
whenever he should furnish proof that the gun 
was all that he claimed for it, and that they 
had also obtained an offer of £400,000 
($2,000,000) for their right in the in- 
vention when its practicability should be 
shown. In view of the possible profit of 
£250,000 which they thus had a chance 
to make, it is considered ridiculous that they 
should break with the inventor on account of 
a paltry £300. Burton is said to regard 
his probable loss of his present backing with 
the equanimity which arises from the belief 
that he can secure still more advantageous 
terms from other capitalists.

Lord Salisbury. Will Retsin Him There for 


the Purpose of Dissuading the Czar 
from Wis French Alliance— Baron Vivian 
Goes to Rome— Emperor William's Lack 
of Courtesy at the Death of Cla 
Censured Great Anxiety Felt A 
Rossendale Election.

Loxnox, Jan. 22.—Lord Salisbury having 
suddenly taken an extraordinary step in can- 
celing Sir R. Morier’s appointment as Am- 
bassador to Rome and deciding to retain him 
at St. Petersburg, a Foreign Office authority 
is instructed to state that Sir R. D. Morier’s 
health is improving, and that he had expressed 
his willingness to remain in Russia. This ex- 
planation was offered tonight as all that could 
be officially given out. Sir R. D. Morier some 
time ago obtained leave of absence on ac- 
count of weak health. He wasin London and 
left as vigorous as ever. The transfer when 
arranged was not associated with reasons of 
health, 

On inquiry into the genuine causes of Lord 
Salisbury’s action, points were elicited which 
indicate that the retention of Sir R. D. Morier 
at St. Petersburg is due to the fact that the 
government is coéperating with the German 
and Italian Governments in trying to per- 
suade the Czar fo abandon the French alli- 
ance and jcin the Europoan pact, leaving 
France isolated. 

Sir R. D. Morier, who is persona grata at 
the Russian court, being much liked by the 
Czar, is using his influence to arrange a con- 
térence between the Emperors of Russia and 
Germany, at which it is hoped the 
oid harmony of relations may be reéstab- 
lished. It is now repor that the German 
Emperor will send either a new Ambassador 
to St. Petersburg or a special envoy. The in- 
tricacy of the questions requiring solution be- 
fore a permanent agreement can be obtained 
must involve prolonged negotiations. Baron 
Vivian, who was nominated for St. Peters- 
burg, has in the meantime had his appoint- 
ment to Rome approved by the Queen. 

Lord Salisbury, though still suffering from 
a cold; came from Hattield House today and 
had an interview with the Austrian Ambassa- 
dor at the Foreign Office. Before leaving he 
prepared a circular addressed to the Conserva- 
tive peers requesting their presence in full 
force on the reopening of Parliament in Feb- 


| ruary. This circular will be issued Monday. 


Mr. Gladstone’s circular is also expected to 
be issued early in the week. 


Private Service at St. George's Chapel for 
Wales. 

The Prince of Wales passed several hours 
at Marlborough House today, and returned to 
Windsor Castle this evening in time to attend 
the private servicein St, George’s Chapel at 
which all the members of his family and 
those of the Dukes of Fife and 
were present. After the service 
ceeded to the memorial 
was the final family gathering around the 
coffin of the Duke a Clarence. No other 
person was allowed to be present, even inti- 
mate friends and members of the household 
being excluded. The Duke and Duchess of 
Teck and their sons and daughter, Princess 
May, immediately afterwards left for Rich- 
mond by the night train. The Prince of 
Wales and family will return to Sandringham 
Hall tomorrow. 

During the Prince of Wales’ short stay in 
town today he saw several intimate friends. 
Alluding to the suggestion that the money 
subscribed for wedding presents to Princess 
May be made the nucleus of a national pen- 
sion, he said that the proposition could not 
possibly be entertained. Being thus disap- 
proved, nothing mote will be heard of the 
proposition. The entourage of the Prince 
now favor the idea of submitting to Princess 
May what may be done with the money in the 
way of the creation of charity as a memorial 
to the Duke of Clarence. 

Emperor William’s Lack of Consideration. 

The neglect of the German Kaiser to ob- 
serve respect due to the Duke of Clarence 
is resented in court circles here. The Em- 
peror went on a shooting excursion to Fuchs 
burg on the evening of the Duke’s death, al- 
though he had been apprised that uis con- 
dition was desperate. Even after receiving 
the telegram announcing the Duke’s death he 
continued his sport and had another day’s 
shooting, returning to Berlin Friday evening. 
And, instead of immediately hastening to 
express his condolence the Emperor did not 
cali on the British Ambassador until Sunday 
afternoon. Finally the nearness of relation- 
ship justified the court here in expecting that 
the Emperor would order mourning for three 
weeks instead of three days. The ex-Empress 
is believed to have written to a personage 
in the English court that she had been 
pained by her son’s want of consider- 
ation, and that she had also cause to complain 
as the Emperor did not call upon her as cus- 
tom and duty dictated until the third day 
after the Duke of Clarence’s death. The best 
interpretation put on the behavior of the Em- 
peror is that he had a fit of eccentric humor 
such as now and then frequently occurs, and 
that he allowed his latent ill-will to the Prince 
of Wales tu display itself, 

Prince George of Wales, instead of leaving 
the navy, as it was reported he would, is likely 
to be promoted to the command of the Queen’s 
yacht, Victoria and Albert, and after a short 
interval will become a Rear Admiral. Re- 
searches for precedents enabling Prince 
George to marry Princess May have disclosed 
the fact that it is a rule that in the event of 
the death of her betrothed a royal Princess 
must wait five years before becoming again 
betrothed. 

The Chairman of the Miners’ Federation 
who at the recent meeting tried to have the 
delegates adopt a resolution of condolence 
with the Prince of Wales got his own,local 
association in Manchester to pass the desired 
resolution. This, however, fails to 
affect the significance ot the delegates’ 
refusal to vote condolence. The leading 
union paper, the Workmen’s Times, while ex- 
pressing the tenderest sympathy for Princess 
May, declines to magnify this single instance 
of blighted hopes into a national calamity and 
protests that men ought not to allow it to 
shift their mental balance or seduce them to 
sniveling and effusive declarations of loyalty 
to the throne. 


Anxtety About Rossendale Election. 


The result of tomorrow’s polling in the Ros- 
sendale division is awaited with strained anx- 
iety. No bye-election was ever before fought 
with such vigor on each side. The Uniontsts 
ceased operations on the day of the funeral of 
the Duke of Clarence but the Liberals did not, 
and this fact will alienate some votes from the 
Liberals. However, as the Liberals calculate 
upon a majority of 500 at least, they can af- 
ford to lose ultra-loyal and doubtful voters. 
Their candidate is ul in bed with 
influenza, but he is supported by the ablest 
Gladstonian speakers and canvassers. The 
letters of Mr. Gladstone and the Duke of 
Devonshire exchanging recriminations on the 
origin of the Home-Rule policy will not affect 
the issue. The Unionist papers describe Mr. 
Gladstone’s letter as characterized by un- 
blushing effrontery and unscrupulous men- 
dacity, while the Gladstonian press says 
that the Duke of Devonshire’s letter 1s dis.

Can Roads Cut Import Rates? 

A case of equity will soon be tried in the 
United States Circuit Court for the Southern 
District of New York to determine whether a 
decision of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission in regard to the discrimination on im- 
port rates, which was rendered a year ago, can 
be enforced. 

The title of the case is the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission against the Texas and 
Pacific railroad company, and it is alleged 
that the railroad company discriminates by 

articipating in a through rate on freight from 
9 — to San Francisco, via New Orleans, 
which is less than the inland tariff on thesame 
class of goods for the haul from New Orieans 
to San Francisco. 

The original action was brought against a 
number of roads, the trunk lines included, by 
the New York Board of Trade and Transpor- 
tation on the broad basis of discrimination in 
charging more for shipment from New York 
to interior points than from European ports 
to the same destination. 

The trunk lines and nearly all the other rail- 
roads in the country have respected the de- 
cision of the commission. 

The Texas Pacific and Southern Pacific,how- 
ever, it is said, have openly published tariffs 
disregarding the decision.

The balls were rolling fast and the players 
were aware of it. Slosson sat down at the end 
of the eighth inning with 102, while Schaefer 
was only 72. 

The red and white spheres glided obedi- 
ently for Slosson in the ninth inning. Mar- 
velously accurate was his cue, inteiligent his 
position, charming the result, with 50—the 
first fifty of the night. Student George 
missed with 65 added to his string. Schaefer 
looked himself and acted like himself in the 
eleventh inning. All around the table he 
gathered points of all kinds till 73 were rolled 
up. Indifferent work and ignoble duck eggs 
followed. The fifteenth inning brought 43 
eggs to Slosson’s basket and sent his buttons 
aloft to 284, as against 192. 

In the sixteenth inning Jake turned the 
tide. By all-round marvelous execution in 
just twelve minutes 100 points had come his 
way, and the audience yelled the building to a 
tremble. Jake’s 106th shot was a marvelous 
massé. The balls were near the foot of the 
table and out of the belk line. Jake’s cue 
ball cut an arc like a flying comet and car- 
romed on the object ball with such accuracy 
the house was a bedlam.

GARFIELD PARK CLUB WILL STAY. 


But It Considered a Proposition to Estab- 
lish a New Track at Louisville. 

LOvISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 22.—{Special.]—It has 
just leaked out that there was a big deal on foot 
here by which it was expected that the Garfield 
track interests of Chicago would be transferred 
to Louisville. and a track for racing all the year 
around be established here. That it fall through 
is the most conclusive evidence that the 
Garfield track managers do not intend to be 
driven from — A month ago a syndicate 
of real estate and horse men here secured an op- 
tion on about 11,000 acres of land beyond the cit 
limits with the idea of establishing a race-trac 
there if the Garfield track should be broken up at 
Chicago, Col. M. Lewis Clark was offered a big 
block of the stock if he would use his influence 
to interest the Gaftield people. A deiegation was 
sent to Chicago and George V. Hankins and M. C. 
McDonald took the matter under consideration. 
Meanwhile Hankins sailed for Europe, leaving the 
decision with his partners whether their track 
should leave Chicago, The principal objection to 
Louisville was that it could not furnish crowds 
lari enough to sustain continuous racing. Col. 
Clark agreed that if the deal went through 
he would transfer the Louisville Jockey Club 
most ins to the he- grounds, the old track being 
abandoned and cut up in town lots, The Chicago 
men, however, have just notified the Louisville 
promoters that they will remain at Chicago. If 
they are forced to abandon their present grounds 
they will —— go farther out and build a new 
track. This broke up the deal here and the whole 
scheme was exploded by this decision.

[Judge Joseph P. N was of English de- 
scent. He was born ig rne, Albany County, 

His earliest ancestor in the 
United States was Francis Bradley, who was a 
member of Gov.

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THEY WANT THE LAW LIBRARY 
QUESTIONS SETTLED. 


It Is Asserted That the Association Has Not 
Been Treated Right by Former County 
Boards, and They Ask That the Loca- 
tion Be Left Where It Cost of Addi. 
tional Help in Various Departments 
Architects and Aldermen Discuss the 

High Building Question. 

Judges Baker, McConnell, Brentano, 
Driggs, Tuley, Kettelle, Horton, Collins, and 
Shepard were before the County Board yester- 
day to protest against the treatment the Law 
Library Aséociation has received at the hands 
of former County Boards, and to petition for 
a guaranted of better treatment in the future. 

The visit to the board was occasioned by 
the possibility of the association’s moving its 
library from the County Building to the Ash- 
land Block. This, the Judges claim, would 
be a catastrophe generally to be depiored. In 
fact it might necessitate the purchase by the 
county of a $100,000 law library. 

Judge Tuley acted as spokesman and laid 
the case before the board. 

The treatment,” said he, “of the Law 
Library Assbeiation at the hands of former 
County Boards has not been good. No sooner 
had the association become accustomed to its 
quarters than some county official got his eye 
on them and secured them for his own use. 
When the two top stories were put on this 
building by the city a contract was entered 
into between the city and county. It was to 
the effect that the city would allow the county 
to use the second and third floors for court 
purposes provided the association would be 
— ities to occupy their quarters on the 

ourth floor untii 1 The county has vio- 

lated this contract by taking away part of the 
association’s quarters and giving them to Mr. 
Best and Probate Clerk Sullivan.“ 

Judge a | then urged the almost absolute 
necessity of having the law library in the 
building whiere it would be accessible, and 
said that its removal would be disastrous to 
the business of the courts. The association 
was looking favorably on the moving project, 
and would assuredly do so did not the County 
Board give it a guarantee that it would be 
given plenty of room and be allowedto stay 
where it is at present. 
elt seems to me,” concluded the Judge, 
“that when the lawyers have furnished a 
splendid library for the use of the county the 
least the county can do is to give them a 
proper place to keep such a library.”’ 

He asked for the appointment of a commit- 
tee to confer with association, and Com- 
missioners Ballard, Spencer, and Nelson were 
appointed by President Green. 

‘hen the Judges had departed the board re- 
sumed its consideration of the Finance com- 
mittee’s report on Deputy Controller Healy’s 
estimates of receipts and expenditures for 
1892. When the County Treasurer’s office was 
reached several of the Commissioners ex- 
pressed surprise that additional help bad been 
allowed the Treasurer, the salaries for which 
mount up to over $50,000 for the year. Chair- 
man Cool explained that Assistant Treas- 
urer Anderson had told them that there 
were four orfive times the amount of 
work to do that there was a year ago on ac- 
count of the immense boom in suburban real 
estate. The Treasurer consequently had pe- 
titioned the Judges for additional help, which 
was granted. As it was granted by the court 
the committee had no recourse but to appro- 
priate salaries for the positions. Last year 
the total salary appropriation for the Treas- 
urer’s office was $131,508, for 1892 $186,322, 
making a difference of $54,814.

DISCUSS THE HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS, 


Aldermen and an Architects’ Committee 
Hold a Conference, 


Dankmar Adler, L. G. Hallberg, Henry W. 
Hill, Clarence L. Stiles, and George Beau- 
mont, members of the Illinois Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects, were before 
the Council Committee on Buildings yester- 
day afternoon to present their views upon the 
high-building question. 

Only two members of the committee were 
present, Chairman Biegler and Ald. Dixon. 
Mr. Stiles first presented his views upon the 
several considerations which made the restric- 
tion of the height of buildings advisable. He 
talked over the theory that low buildings 
would relieve the congestion of the central 
area of the vity and ridiculed it as an argu- 
ment in support of the proposition. He was in 
favor of lower buildings, but solely from 
consideration of public bealth and comfort. 
„Wo have sifted it all down,” said he, and 
our conclusion is that the one disadvantage of 
these lofty structures is that they shut out the 
light, and as a means of reg — the sani- 
tary condition of the city the heig of build- 
ings ougnt to be reduced and limited. If you 
must have high buiidings, make the upper 
stories recessive enough to give the streets 
ainple light. If all buildings were as high as 
the Unity Building the lower stories would be 
like dungeons.“ 

The chapter submitted a series of recom- 
mendations which the committeé will consider 
later. It sete forth that limits .of height of 
buildings should be in accord with the 
width of streets, as follows: Forty-foot street, 
100 feet high; 40 to 66 feet, 120 feet high; 
to 100 feet, 165 feet hign; over 100 feet, 175 
feet high. Where lower floors are employed 
to store combustible materials and the upper 
floors for offices they recommend that auto- 


matic sprinklers be provided. In buildings © 


more than seventy-five feet high a system of 
inside and outside stanc-pipes. That the ma- 
sonry shell of any building of high construc- 
tion be sufficient to support itself ‘without the 
skeleton. That there be fire walls. for each 
10,000 square feet of buildings ogcupying more 
than 12,000 square feet. 

Mr. Adler argued that if any building legis- 
lation be thought of it should contemplate 
some rigid requirements as to the weight of 
foundations and stability of buildings. He 


then explained his idea that the height of a. 


building ought to be limited by a line or an 
angle of sixty degrees from the building line 
on the opposite side of the street, 
make the height variable and would conserve 
the public health and business uirements. 

Mr. Biegler thought this would look like 
class legislation and. discrimination, put 
promised to consider the matter. No def 
nite action resulted and a meeting was set for 
next Thursday at 2 o’élock; At + ime the 
draft of an ordanance on the subject may be 
submitted. '

CIVIL STRIFZ THAT LED TO A 
CIRCUIT RIDER'S MURDER. 


Gov. Kirkwood and the Militia Prevent 
Further Bloodshed — The Shooting of 
and the Later Return to Civilization of 
Jim Butler—Queer Actions Ascribed ta 
the Pangs of Canscience—The Old Man 
in the Forest. 

Cotumsus Junerion, Ia, Jan. 22.—[Spe- 
cial. |}—The disappearance of J. E. McCurdy of 
Rose Hill, Mahaska County, recalls to many 
of the older citizens hereabouts the strange 
and eerie di ice and reappearance of 
James Butler, once of this place. Butler came 
here in the summer of 1868, shortly after that 
exciting episode in lowa war history known as 
the Skunk River War. It was believed at the 
time that he had played a prominent part in 
that tragedy and was fleeing from justice, but 
if subsequent events seemed to coatirm this 
theory there was never any confirmation from 
the lips of James Butler. The Skunk River 
War was one of thosé minor episodes which 
gave expression to the intensity of feeling in 
the North during the great conflict. It was 
important enough to justify the presence of 
armed troops and it dlicited the personal in- 
tervention of the great War Governor himself, 
Samuel J. Kirkwood, from whose lips Tun 
Tutnuxx secured the details of the affray. 

In Keokuk County in 1863 there was intense 
feeling which had arrayed neighborhoods one 
against another. The recriminations and 
bickerings of small feuds were magnified by 
the enormity of the contest prevailing until 
passions glowed at white heat. There was 
disloyalty to the Union which found open ana 
intemperate expression from some whose 
sympathies were with the States of their 
birth south of Mason and Dixon’s line. No 
open or bolder defender of slavery existed 
than was Cyphert Tally, the scion of a family 
that had moved from Tenneasee to Keokuk 
County in 1848 Young ‘Tally was a 
Baptist minister, a rugged, forceful, 
crude, uneducated man, who possessed a 
natural gift of oratory. He was the product 
of the frontier—the typical circuit rider. Im- 
bued with a fertid belief in the justness of the 
Southern appeal to arms he became the out- 
spoken champion of the minority, who dis- 
credited the valor of the Northern soldier and 
denoenced the prosecution of the war. 

Saturday, Aug. 1, 1863, a great Democratic 
mass- meeting was held near English River, in 
Keokuk County, and youn Pally was the 
chief speaker. Several hundred persons were 
present, They came for the most part in 
wagons and brought weapons concealed be- 
neath the straw in the bottoms of the vehicles. 
Wild and doubtless idle threats were made to 
“clean out” the town of South English, a 
‘radical stronghold, whose people, learning of 
the menace to their safety, prepared to defend 
themselves. There had been a Republican 
meeting there and firedrms had been displayed. 


The Fight in the Village. 
In the afterngon the Tally party started for 


through it. The Rev. Cyphert Tally stood up 
in the wagon which led the procession. Some 
one warned him not to enter the village, but 
he said he meant harm to no one and only de- 
manded the privilege of the street. As the 
party in wagons reached the narrow, crowded 
thoroughfare where the Republicans had held 
their meetings there were cries of ** Copper- 
head,” “coward,” and “why dont you 
shoot? Sure enoughsome one did shoot, and 
in instant there was a fusillade and the sharp 
crack of squirrel rifles was heard on every side. 
Tally stood in his wagon in the forefront of 
the affray a picture worthy of a story. In one 
hand he grasped a long bowie-knile, the other 
held a revolver. His hat had fallen off, 
and his long black hair was blown 
out lke a nimbus by the wind. His 
revolver spoke among the first—once, twice, 
it rang out an angry challenge, and then he 
fell dead in the wagon, a bullet in his brain 
and two in his body. Au told, something like 
a hundred and fifty shite were fired, and then 
the mob scattered, but besides Tally only one 
man was seriously wounded. The body of the 
„ martyr was carried to his home and mes- 
sengers spread the word broadcast and called 
on his friends to rally for vengeance. An in- 
credible excitement was fanned by the fury of 
popular passion. The menace of a vendetta 
was at hand and no man trusted his fellow or 
felt safe in his home, where before the door 
had been unlatched and every stranger was a 
welcome guest at table.

A Former St, Joseph Man Has Inherited 
That Amount, but Cannot Re Found, 
Sr. Josuru, Mo., Jan. 22,—[Special. |—H, 
C. Gillette of Milwaukee arrived in the city 
yesterday to begin his search for Joseph Ken- 
nedy, the missing heir to & fortune of $200,000, 
Thirty-two: years ago Joseph Kennedy, a 
wealthy planter, and hia wife, residing near 
New Orleans, vigited St. Joseph to spend a 
few months with their nephew, Joseph Ken- 
nedy, One day while boating on the river the 
boat overturned and nephew, uncle, and aunt 
were precipitated into the water. Mr, Kenne- 
dy, who could not swim, managed to cling to 
the boat, but his wife was swept down 
by the current, The nephew, who 
was perfectly at home in the water, swam 
after her, and succeeded in getting her to the 
Kansas shore. So severe were his struggles 
while in the water that he burst a blood vessel 
and for weeks his life was despaired of. He 
finally recovered, however, when his uncle 
offered to take him home with him and make 
him his heir, having no children of his own, 
to a fortune estimated at $500,000. The 
young fellow rejected the offer, as he had de- 
termined to make his Own way in the 
world, When uncle and aunt departed for 
their Soutbern home the offer was still open. 
In the weantime the war broke out, and com- 
munication between the parties ceased entire- 
ly. Young prt „ enlisted in the Union 
army and the elder Kennedy cast his lot in the 
Confederate service, the latter being promoted 
to a Colonelcy and the former to a Captaincy, 
At the bloody battle of Pea Ridge uncle and 
nephew met for the firat time since they had 
parted in St. Joseph.

MICHIGAN. DEMUCRATIC CITY OF- 
FICIALS: IX TROUBLE. 


Mayor Weadock of Saginaw Makes a Thor- 
ough and Careful Examination of the 
Accounts of Police Judge John D, Barry, 
Police Court Clerk F. T. Gibney, and 
City Clerk John ©. Mathews-Charges 
Preferred Against All the Officials— 
What Is Said for the Accused, 

Saciwaw, Mich., Jan. 22.—[Special.}— 


city are under a cloud on - account of 
the recent careful examinations of city ac- 
counts made at the order of Mayor George W. 
Weadock. While the irregularities are gener- 
ally of small amount the investigations will 
not cease until proper explanations for the 
shortages are made. The men who have 
been brought into disagreeable notoriety by 
the investigations are Police Judge John D. 
Barry, Police Court Clerk P. T. Gibney, and 
City Clerk John C. Mathews. The Police 
Court Clerk and City Clerk are charged by 
the Mayor with misfeasance and malfeasance 
in office, and Judge Barry, in addition to 
those charges, will also be made t@ answer to 
the charge of extortion. 

Mayor Weadock, who is also a Democrat, 
has the et oc of being a careful man, 
and when he was elected to his office re- 
solved to leave the city government with all 
its accounts balanced. In accordance with 
his resolve he ordered the City Controller last 
August to examine the books of the police 
court to ascertain if the fines and costs re- 
sulting from the business of the police court 
had been 82 in the City Treasury. He 
stated at the time that his request was not 
made on account of any doubte as to the in- 
tegrity of his subordinates, but simply to sat- 
isfy himself that the city accounts were all 
correct, f 

The work of comparing the files and records 
— by the police court clerk with the rec- 
ords kept at the office of the Chief of Police 
was performed by City Controlier Schwartz, 
and resulted in the finding of an apparent dis- 
crepancy of ‘$1,680. The result was a general 
surprise to the city, and the Mayor immedi- 
ately demanded the resignation of Police 
Court Clerk PF. T. Gibney on account of in- 
competency, The resignation was submitted 
Dec, 5, 1891, and made final Dec. 19, 1891. 
Expert accountants were employed at once to 
examine the books, and their work revealed a 
shortage in the police court books of 

Alded by a Council Committee. 

A committee of the Common Council had 
been appointed to superintend the work of the 
experts in order to assure fairness in ex- 
ammat on, and in its report, which followed 
the close of its work, it censured J udge Barry 
for the careless and slovenly manner in which 
he allowed the general court business to be 
conducted, and reminded him that, although 
not legal ly responsible for tho clerk’s 
errors, by the exercise of due diligence on bis 
part the scandal would have been avoided. 

Immediately after the report of the commit- 
tee Clerk Gibney paid $166 into the City 
Treasury to cover some unexpected errors 
which he had discovered in checking up his 
accounts.”” He claimed that little of the 
money had been paid direct to him, and that 
for the money collected in the lice court 
which had been paid to others he did not con- 
sider himself morally responsible. He was 
willing, he said, to make good any deficiencies 
made by him, but he would not pay for the 
faults of others. , 

J udge Barry became indignant at the cen 
sure placed on him by the committee from the 
Council, He sent a red-hot communication 
dated Dec. 28, 1891, to the City Government 
protesting against the censure and demanding 
an investigation into his accounts as Police 
Judge. His uest was granted, and the 
casual investigation which followed showed 
that his accounts were in such an un- 
satisfactory condition that a thorough

investigation would be required. Mayor 
then preferred charges of malfeas- 
ance, misfeasance, and extortion against 
Judge Barry and sent a petition to Gov, 
Winans asking him to make N in vestiga- 
tions, and it the charges were found to 
true to take steps towards impeaching the 
Judge and removing him from office, The 
Governor promptly fixed Jan, 26 as the time 
of the investigation, and on that date Judge 
Barry will he called on to explain the disap * 
ance of the money which has been found to 
be lacking in his accounts. ' 

The specific charges against Judge Barry 
&nd his clerk generally involve trivial amounts 
of money. It is found that where small sums 
were charged by himgas court fines and costs 
some of the money was withheld and the dif. 
ference charged upon the court books, In 
other cases fines imposed on Volice Court 

risonera never appeared in the records at all. 

n all cases the books were kept with such 
lack of system that little true information 
could be gathered from them. 

A Civil Suit Against Gibney, 

A civil suit for $2,000 has been commenced 
against Police Court Clerk Gibney and his 
bondsmen, and the outcome of the civil litiga- 
tion will probable decide whether or not 
criminal prosecution will follow. Judge 
„Barry has been removed from office pending 
investigation, and his place is being filled, by 
Deputy Police Judge Ferdinand Goldsmith. 

The charges against City Clerk John O. 
Mathews were an outgrowth of the examina- 
tion into Police Court Clerk Gibney’s ac- 
counts. When the books of the Police Court 
were placed in the handa of the examiners 
they commenced with the records of the pre- 
ceding Police Court Clerk of Hast Saginaw. 
That position was held by Mathews, who was 
subsequently elected to the office of City 
Clerk, which he now holds. The examiners 
found that Mathews had not promptly turned 
over the fines collected by him as Police 
Court Clerk, but had used them as his own 
money until he saw fit to turn them over to 
the city treasury. His accounts as City Clerk 
were also investigated, and it was found that 
although he had not withheld money per- 
manentiy he had persistently delayed in turn- 
ing over large sums that came into his hands, 
1 Weadock immediately preferred 
charges against the City Clerk in a bill con- 
taining seven poate charges. The charges 
were made last Monday evening and the Coun- 
cil set Jan. 27 as the date on which the inves- 
tigation will be made, 

City Clerk Mathews was seen by a correspond. 
ent for Taz Imho and asked to make astate- 
ment that might tend to explain the liberties 
which he had been accused of taking with his 
office. His only reply was that he no 
ing tosay. Later he was seen with his law- 
yer, ex-Congressman Tim Tarsney, who said 
for his client that certain moneys had been 
withheld by Mr. Mathews, but that he did not 
Gwe the city a cent at the present time. He 
said that the office had not been well pro- 
vided for by the city, and that the City Clerk 
was obliged 
keep several assistants constantly busy. 

Stating Mr. Barry Case. 

Mr. Tareney is also counsel for Judge 
Barry, and he spoke in behalf-of his client. 
He said that the entire amount owed to tho 
city by Judge Barry was only $55, and this 
amount covered 4 period extending from 
March, 1890, until the present time. He could 
give no definite reason why there had been 
any irregularities in the Judge’s accounts, but 
said that he thought he would pull his client 
through without difficulty and place him upon 
the police bench again. 

Police Court Clerk Gibney was also inter- 
viewed.

could. He held that the reason for holding 
that an alien cannot be elected to office is be- 
cause the affairs of the government should 
administered by ite citizens. The disqualifi- 
cation does not relate to the election but to the 
holding of office. The votes cast for an ineli- 
gible candidate are not void, but the candi- 
date receiving them cannot take office by 
virtue of receiving such votes unless he has the 
disabilities removed prior to entering upon 
his official duties of office. And this theory 
was sustained by the citation of a large num- 
ber of decisions drawn from cases in the 
State and Federal courts. 

While no ill-will has been engendered in thie 
case it has been one which has excited a great 
deal of controversy and given rise to an im- 
mense amount of argument.

A U. of M. Professor, Criticised for Sensa- 
tionalism, Threatens a Libel Suit, 

Au Anson, Mich., Jan. 22.—[Special.]—
